’Frankenstorm’ Sandy impact could 
exceed deadly Irene 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Fore¬ 
casters warned yesterday that 
the impact of a so-called 
"Frankenstorm" generated by 
Hurricane Sandy could exceed 
that of Irene, which killed 47 
people on the US eastern 
seaboard in 2011. 

Sandy is moving north¬ 
wards from the Bahamas par¬ 
allel to the US coast, but 
weather models predict that on 
Tuesday it will collide with 
cold fronts from the north, 
super-charging the weakening 
storm while drawing it west 
onto land. 

"Compared to Irene, we ex¬ 
pect much broader surge im¬ 


pacts. Same thing with the 
wind," said James Franklin, 
branch chief of the Miami-

based National Hurricane Cen¬ 
ter during a telephone news 
conference. 

Franklin said the difference 
between a typical tropical cy¬ 
clone and what Sandy is likely 
to become once it merges with 
the wintry storm is that there 
will be "a very, very large area 
with a more uniform wind 
field." 

Louis Uccellini, director of 
the National Centers for Envi¬ 
ronmental Prediction, warned 
Sandy could also be more 
powerful than the so-called 
"Perfect Storm" in October 
1991 that killed 13 people.

ferential prices on crude oil, 
Valero, headquartered in San 
Antonio, Texas, announced 
they would officially discon¬ 
tinue operation as a refinery, 
turning the facility into a trans¬ 
shipment station. 

This includes downsizing 
refinery personnel by nearly 
90%. Negotiations with union 
officials and personal began, 
regarding a settlement pack¬ 
age. Middle management em¬ 
ployees were particularly 
concerned, as they were not 
protected by union contracts. 
Attorneys Sven Farrup and 
Hose Figaroa have been nego¬ 
tiating with Valero on their be¬ 
half. 

The 75 or so protestors out¬ 
side Aruba’s Parliament ex¬ 
pressed great distress on the 
disparity of the final settlement 
packages. Elderly workers are 
especially affected, with Va¬ 
lero claiming that those on 


pension, or nearly so, will re¬ 
ceive far less. Those on regular 
social security receive a mini¬ 
mal amount. Some of these are 
employees working at the re¬ 
finery for 10, 15 and 20 years 
but are receiving the same 
minimal payment as workers 
who have been there only a 
year. All protestors feel this is 
discriminatory, and an equal 
system of calculation should 
be applied to older workers as 
well. Physically, they were in 
fine shape, and their co-work¬ 
ers attest to them “giving a full 
100% to their job.” 

The lowest settlement re¬ 
portedly received is 25,000 
Aruban florins, which is a little 
more than $14,000. Such an 
amount does not provide 
enough for individuals to ap¬ 
proach the bank and rally into 
seed money or an independent 
enterprise.

Government will appeal 
court ruling on prison 
meals case 


ORANJESTAD - On Thurs¬ 
day morning the Minister of 
Justice, Arthur Dowers, an¬ 
nounced that the government 
will appeal the prison meals 
case which John’s Pizza, the 
company of John A. Croes, 
levied against Aruba. In a court 
ruling, the Judge, after revie¬ 
wing all the facts, ruled in 
favor of John Croes with 
Aruba losing the case. 

As of August 21 of 2003, 
John’s Pizza received a Minis¬ 
terial Decree (MB) giving him 
the legal right to provide food 
for detainees in police wards 
and in the KIA (prison). For 
technical reasons, although the 
term of the last MB expired on 
August 31 st, 2011, the govern¬ 
ment was not ready to an¬ 
nounce a public bidding. They 
then decided to prolong the 
contract with John’s Pizza for 
one more year. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, since the prolongation 
expired on the 31st of August 
2012 and the public bidding 
was put into motion, Minister 
Dowers decided to request the 
catering services of Calloway 
Catering as a bridge between 
the period of the public bid¬ 
ding until a decision could be 
made by a commission in 
charge of the bidding. They 
said that they chose Calloway 


because of their extensive ex¬ 
perience working under very 
strict security rules serving air¬ 
lines on the airport. Their ex¬ 
perience with security proce¬ 
dures qualifies them to work 
under the security required for 
our prison and police wards. 
Hence, they were chosen until 
the commission makes its final 
decision. 

Consequently, John’s Pizza 
levied a case against the go¬ 
vernment in which the Judge, 
this week, ruled in their favor 
with the government of Aruba 
losing the case and was given 
the court order to do a public 
bidding. 

The government decided to 
appeal the court ruling, be¬ 
cause, according to Minister 
Dowers the Judge’ sentence 
says that a public bidding 
never took place, which, says 
Dowers, is not true. Dowers 
claims that a public bidding 
did take place and John’s Pizza 
was one of the businesses that 
bought the formal bidding do¬ 
cumentation and had presented 
a bid offer. 

The Minister insisted that it 
is important to emphasize the 
reality of the situation, what 
actually transpired and what is 
happening in reality. Hence, 
the reason for appealing the 
court case.

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Curacao has a new government 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao - 
Three political parties in Cura¬ 
cao, Pueblo Soberano, MFK 
and MAN, have indicated a 
willingness to form a new 
coalition government, just as 
they have in recent years, and 
have signed an agreement to 
this effect.following last Fri¬ 
day’s elections. There are also 
candidate ministers now ready 
to be screened. 

These are: Ivar Asjes - 
Prime Minister; Terry Hernan¬ 
dez - Minister of Finance; 
Elmer Wilsoe - Minister of 
Justice; Nasser el Hakim - 
Minister of Economic Devel¬ 
opment and Tourism; Jacintha 
Scoop-Constancia - Minister 
of Public Health and Environ¬ 
ment; harles Cooper - Minister 
of Traffic, Transportation and 
Urban Planning; Hensley 
Koeiman - Minister of Labor 
and Social Affairs; Carlos 
Monk - Minister of Education 
Caryl Monte - Plenipotentiary 
Minister in the Netherlands 

It is also proposed to ap¬ 


point former Prime Minister 
Gerrit Schotte as president of 
Parliament. 

These are all proposals at 
this stage and it is still left to 
be seen which of these candi¬ 
date ministers will pass the 
screening process and form 
part of the government. 

Meanwhile, the Nether¬ 
lands Kingdom Relations min¬ 
ister, Liesbeth Spies, said she 
finds it too far to conclude that 
the elections in Curacao 
proved that the population 
wants independence from the 
Netherlands. 

The demand for independ¬ 
ence was in itself not a domi¬ 
nant theme in the election 
campaign. However, the polit¬ 
ical party Pueblo Soberano, 
which is fighting for an inde¬ 
pendent Curacao, ended up as 
the largest party in last week’s 
polls. 

Spies spoke on Thursday in 
the Netherlands Parliament 
during a debate regarding the 
Dutch Antilles and stressed 


that it is up to Curacao itself to 
make the choice through a ref¬ 
erendum. 

Spies said she awaits devel¬ 
opments, and will then work 
with the new government. 

However, the Lower Cham¬ 
ber of the Dutch Parliament is 
very concerned about the like¬ 
lihood of good cooperation 
with Curacao politicians. In re¬ 
cent years, Curacao politicians 
have sometimes been uncoop¬ 
erative towards the Nether¬ 
lands and have made a 
financial mess out of the is¬ 
land’s economy. 

When new relationships 
within the kingdom were cre¬ 
ated in 2010, the Netherlands 
helped Curacao with its finan¬ 
cial problems by taking over 
nearly 2 billion euro of debt. 
Since then the island has, yet 
again, produced a large budget 
deficit. Now, the Lower Cham¬ 
ber is insisting that Curacao 
puts things in order and ad¬ 
heres to the agreements with 
the Netherlands. 


A main complaint voiced 
during the groups march to 
the front of the ministers’ of¬ 
fices was that Aruba’s govern¬ 
ment had intervened on 
numerous occasions in 
Valero’s behalf during negoti¬ 
ations of the sale of the refin¬ 
ery, or attempts to obtain 
preferential rates on crude oil. 
The unemployed workers are 
now asking the government 
do the same for them, by in¬ 
tervening with Valero man¬ 
agement and CEO Bill 
Klesse, on their behalf. Work¬ 
ers are particularly irate that 
for such an extended period 
time, they were being told the 


will affect all the other busi- 
nessses we support as con¬ 
sumers. We are now going to 
put quite a strain on govern¬ 
ment resources as well. With 
a higher severance package, 
this will be far less. None of 
us want to leave our jobs. If 
we could be at work today, we 
would be,” she concluded. 

Prime Minister Eman re¬ 
spectfully listened to their 
concerns and answered their 
queries as best he could, pro¬ 
mising to read their manifesto 
and try to help them within 
the authority allowed him.

NHC forecasters said the 
storm was likely to make land¬ 
fall early Tuesday, anywhere 
from south of Delaware up 
through northern New Eng¬ 
land, with climate models un¬ 
able to be more precise four 
days out. 

That puts the storm on track 
to hit during the frenzied final 
week of campaigning before 
the November 6 US presiden¬ 
tial vote. 

Concern is mounting that 
storm damage and power out¬ 
ages could have a major im¬ 
pact on voter turnout, polling 
station readiness, and last- 
minute campaigning by Rom¬ 
ney and Obama. 

The White House said 
Obama was briefed yesterday 
on storm preparations by the 
directors of the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency, 
the NHC and by his Homeland 
Security advisor. 

The statement said he di¬ 
rected FEMA administrator 


Craig Fugage "to ensure that 
all available federal resources 
are being brought to bear to 
support state and local respon¬ 
ders in potentially affected 
areas." 

US agencies, from the 
FEMA to the Pentagon and the 
Coast Guard, were mobilising 
resources and manpower and 
urging those along the hurri¬ 
cane's projected path to pre¬ 
pare for possible power 
outages, flooding and evacua¬ 
tions. 

New York's governor de¬ 
clared a state of emergency 
ahead of the arrival of Hurri¬ 
cane Sandy, while the mayor 
of New York City said the Big 
Apple was ready for anything. 

The storm is predicted to 
douse the entire eastern US, 
from the Carolinas up through 
southern New England, with 
up to 10 inches (25 centime¬ 
ters) of rain. 

It could also dump up to 
two feet of snow in the Ap¬ 


palachian mountain areas of 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio. 

Because the storm is slow- 
moving, the storm's effects 
will likely last over several 
days and lead to widespread 
power outages, Franklin said. 

Massive tidal surges are 
likely where the storm center 
passes and could lead to major 
flooding in coastal areas and 
along rivers. Exacerbating the 
impact is the fact Sandy is hit¬ 
ting during a full moon, when 
tides are typically already at 
their highest. 

"The potential is there for a 
significant storm," WCNC-TV 
chief meteorologist Brad 
Panovich in Charlotte, North 
Carolina wrote on Facebook. 

"This system is one part 
hurricane, one part nor'easter 
and one part blizzard, poten¬ 
tially. Impacts of all three types 
of storms are possible depen¬ 
ding on location."

Hurricane death toll 
more than 38

PORT-AU-PRINCE - The 
death toll from Hurricane 
Sandy rose to 38 yesterday, 
after officials in Haiti reported 
that the number of fatalities in 
the impoverished Caribbean 
country had increased to 26. 

The storm — which is now 
headed for the US East Coast - 
- also killed 11 people in Cuba 
and one in Jamaica as it pum- 
meled the Caribbean as a cate¬ 
gory two hurricane. 

Most of the dead in Haiti 
were killed trying to cross 
swollen rivers. 

Four more people are still 
reported missing in Haiti, civil 
defense officials said, warning 
that the tally was still partial, 
as downed communications 
lines made it difficult to get in¬ 
formation from isolated areas. 

More than 17,000 Haitians 
were displaced by the storm, 
and thousands of homes were 
destroyed or damaged from the 
storm, which continued to 
dump rain on the country. 

Several towns were flooded 
and crops were destroyed. 
Roads were also damaged, 
leaving several regions cut off 
from the rest of the country. 

Yesterday, the government 
declared a public holiday to 
deal with the consequences of 
the storm. 

Hurricane Sandy rolled out 
of the Bahamas yesterday after 
causing destruction across the 


Caribbean, churning toward 
the U.S. East Coast, 

The Category 1 hurricane 
toppled light posts, flooded 
roads and tore off tree 
branches as it charged through 
Cat Island and Eleuthera in the 
scattered archipelago, with au¬ 
thorities reporting one man 
killed, the British CEO of an 
investment bank. 

Government officials in the 
Bahamas said the storm seems 
to have inflicted the greatest 
damage on Cat Island, which 
took a direct hit, and Exuma, 
where there were reports of 
downed trees, power lines and 
damage to homes. 

On Long Island, farmers 
lost most of their crops and 
several roofs were torn off, 
said legislator Loretta Butler- 
Turner. The island is without 
power and many residents do 
not have access to fresh water, 
she said. 

Power was out on Acklins 
Island and most roads there 
were flooded, while in Ragged 
Island in the southern Ba¬ 
hamas, the lone school was 
flooded. 

Russell, the emergency 
management official in Nas¬ 
sau, said docks on the western 
side of Great Inagua island had 
been destroyed and the roof of 
a government building was 
partially ripped off. 


Top US senator hospitalized 
after car crash 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid was hospitalized yester¬ 
day after his car was involved 
in an accident on a highway in 
his home state of Nevada. 

The injury to the 72-year- 
old top Democrat in the Senate 
"does not appear to be life- 
threatening," Nevada Highway 
Patrol spokesman Loy Hixson 
told AFP. 

Reid's multi-car caravan 


was traveling on an interstate 
through Las Vegas when "the 
vehicles were involved in an 
accident with a civilian vehi¬ 
cle," the police trooper added. 

The senator was transported 
by a vehicle in his own caravan 
to the University Medical Cen¬ 
ter, while a Reid aide who was 
not identified was slightly in¬ 
jured in the crash but not taken 
to hospital, Hixson said.

Looters 
rampage 
in Panama 
over law 

PANAMA CITY (AFP) - Loot¬ 
ers ransacked shops and stoned 
vehicles in Panama City yester¬ 
day following protests outside 
the Congress against a law that 
permits the sale of public lands 
in a duty free zone. 

Dozens of hooded as¬ 
sailants stormed through the 
streets around the capitol 
building, attacking congres¬ 
sional guards and smashing 
store windows and parked ve¬ 
hicles with stones. 

Local television showed 
images of looters making off 
with television sets, sound 
equipment, appliances and al¬ 
coholic beverages. 

The eruption of violence 
followed a protest by members 
of a construction union against 
the new law, which President 
Ricardo Martinelli has pro¬ 
mised to rescind. 

Heavily armed police inter¬ 
vened after a half hour of 
chaos, making mass arrests to 
restore order. 

"We are concerned by the 
turn that this situation is tak¬ 
ing," Irving Hallman, head of 
Panama’s chamber of com¬ 
merce, said in a television in¬ 
terview. "There is no justi¬ 
fication for vandalism by those 
who are trying to take advan¬ 
tage of the situation." 

Protests have flared since 
October 19 when Martinelli 
signed a law allowing the sale 
of public lands in the free trade 
area in the city of Colon. 

Three people were killed in 
the first eruption of violent 
protests in Colon immediately 
after the law was signed, and 
the city has been paralyzed by 
strikes since then. 

Protests have also spread to 
Panama City and the border 
area with Costa Rica. 

Martinelli, who was flying 
home from a trip to Asia, 
promised in a Twitter message 
yesterday to introduce a bill re¬ 
pealing the land sale law in its 
entirety. 


Berlusconi sentenced to prison for tax fraud 


ROME (AFP) - Italy's former 
prime minister and media ty¬ 
coon Silvio Berlusconi was 
briefly sentenced to four years 
in prison for tax fraud con¬ 
nected to his Mediaset empire 
yesterday, and was banned 
from holding public office for 
five years by a Milan court. 

But the court immediately 
cut the sentence to one year 
under an amnesty law ap¬ 
proved by the then centre-left 


government in 2006 to reduce 
the overcrowding of Italian 
prisons. 

Berlusconi, 76, is consi¬ 
dered certain to stave off any 
imprisonment or ban on his 
political activities by appealing 
through higher courts. The ver¬ 
dict came two days after he an¬ 
nounced his retirement from 
politics. 

He condemned the sentence 
as "intolerable judicial harass¬ 


ment" and his lawyer branded 
the verdict as "absolutely un¬ 
believable". 

In the trial, which began six 
years ago but was repeatedly 
suspended, Berlusconi was ac¬ 
cused of artificially inflating 
the price of distribution rights 
bought by his companies and 
of creating foreign slush funds 
to avoid paying taxes in Italy. 

The court also sentenced 
the media tycoon and 10 co¬ 


defendants to pay 10 million 
euros ($13 million) to Italian 
tax authorities for losses in 
what they called "large-scale 
fraud." The tax scam helped to 
create secret overseas accounts 
and reduce profits to pay fewer 
taxes in Italy. 

The sentence came a week 
after Berlusconi denied at a 
separate trial that he hosted 
raunchy parties, had sex with a 
17-year-old prostitute or 


abused his powers by pressur¬ 
ing police officers. 

In that trial, Berlusconi is 
accused of paying for sex with 
then underage Moroccan ex¬ 
otic dancer Karima El- 
Mahroug. 

He is also charged with 
abusing his position as prime 
minister by telling police to re¬ 
lease her when she was ar¬ 
rested for petty theft in May 
2010.

Aortic Valve Replacement 


MIAMI — People who are 
high-risk for heart valve sur¬ 
gery could have their damaged 
aortic valve replaced without 
traditional surgery with a new 
FDA-approved procedure per¬ 
formed at Baptist Cardiac & 
Vascular Institute at Baptist 
Hospital of Miami. 

Transcatheter aortic valve 
replacement (TAVR) is a 
promising treatment in which 
a team of highly skilled doc¬ 
tors use a minimally invasive 
approach, gaining access to 
the heart through a small 
catheter inserted in the skin, to 
replace the diseased aortic 
heart valve while the heart is 
still beating eliminating the 
need for the heart-lung ma¬ 
chine.

“Studies show that patients 
who received the artificial 
heart valve lived longer, had 
better heart function and felt 
better than those patients who 
did not receive a new valve but 
were treated medically,” Dr.

During a TAVR, the patient 
is given general anesthesia 
while doctors insert a catheter 
into the femoral artery in the 
groin and guide it to the heart. 
An artificial heart valve made 
of a steel frame and animal tis¬ 
sue is fed into the catheter and 
threaded to the heart to replace 
the damaged aortic valve dur¬ 
ing the two-hour procedure. 
The frame of the new Edwards 
SAPIEN transcatheter valve is 
strong and uses part of the dis¬ 
eased valve to anchor securely 
in place.

German doctors remove 28-kilo tumour 
from woman 


BERLIN (AFP) - Doctors in 
Germany said Friday they had 
removed a tumour weighing 
28 kilogrammes (62 pounds) 
from a 60-year-old woman 
who had previously been diag¬ 
nosed as obese. 

A spokesman from the uni¬ 
versity clinic in the eastern city 
of Dresden said the woman, 
Irmtraud Eichler, had made a 
full recovery after the seven- 
hour operation and was now 
able to walk again with 
crutches. 

The so-called ’’borderline” 
tumour, measuring 60 centime¬ 
tres (24 inches) by 50 centime¬ 
tres, attached itself to an ovary 
and Eichler began to put on 
weight at an alarming rate. 

Her doctor put the weight 
gain down to a combination of 
diabetes and a lack of activity 
and prescribed a course of anti¬

obesity medicine. 

However, when she could 
barely stand due to the 
swelling, her daughter insisted 
on a second opinion and an ul¬ 
trasound scan revealed the 
growing tumour, which was 
found to be neither benign but 
not especially malignant either. 

The operation removed not 
only the tumour, but also her 


uterus, ovaries and thyroid, 
which had expanded, causing 
her windpipe to contract and 
have breathing difficulties. 

When removed, the tumour 
filled a wheelbarrow, the 
spokesman said. 

Eichler lost a total of 40 
kilogrammes during the oper¬ 
ation and described herself as 
’’super happy.”

US returns thousands of artifacts to 
Mexico 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States has returned 
more than 4,000 artifacts to 


Mexico, some more than 
1,500 years old, that 
were brought across the 
border illegally, US cus¬ 
toms officials said. 

US Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement 
said Thursday that the ar¬ 
tifacts had been seized at 
the border and inside the 
United States in more 
than a dozen operations 
in recent years. 

The artifacts include 
five pre-Columbian stat¬ 
ues, 26 ceramic fragments dat¬ 
ing back 1,500 years, and an 
Aztec whistle. 


"The plundering of cultural 
property is one of the oldest 
forms of organized cross-bor¬ 
der crime and has become a 
worldwide phenomenon that 
transcends frontiers," said US 
customs official Janice Ayala. 

She said the recovery of the 
artifacts was made possible by 
the "teamwork and coopera¬ 
tion" that exists between law 
enforcement authorities on 
both sides of the border.The 
artifacts were handed over in a 
ceremony at the Mexican con¬ 
sulate in the border town of El 
Paso, Texas.

Guatemala to track police 
with computer chips 


GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) - 
Police in Guatemala will be 
equipped with computer chips 
to track their movements start¬ 
ing next year in a new bid to 
restore public confidence in a 
security force plagued by 
charges of abuse. 

Interior Minister Mauricio 
Lopez said that the chips, 
which will be fixed onto offi¬ 
cers' badges, will allow super¬ 
visors to track their 
movements and ensure they 
are responding to orders. 

Police will also get new uni¬ 
forms "so they can be consid¬ 
ered friends of the population," 
Lopez told reporters, without 
providing further information. 

All police currently wear 
black uniforms, which Lopez 
said would be reserved for spe¬ 
cial forces and other elite units. 

Guatemala's 24,000-strong 
police force has instilled little 
confidence in the public fol¬ 
lowing the arrest of former top 
officials on a wide array of 
charges, including murder. 

In August former police 
chief Erwin Sperisen was ar¬ 
rested in Geneva on charges of 


murder, drug trafficking, 
money laundering, illegal de¬ 
tention, extortion and drug 
theft. 

Guatemala had been calling 
for the arrest of the dual Swiss 
citizen since 2010, along with 
18 other former members of 
the police and interior ministry. 

The 42-year-old, who was 
chief of the national police 
from 2004-2007, is wanted by 
Guatemala over the 2005 
killing of seven detainees and 
three other prisoners who had 
fled. 

By law, Sperisen cannot be 
extradited because he has 
Swiss citizenship. 

In March, Guatemala's for¬ 
mer deputy interior minister 
Marlene Blanco was arrested 
on charges of involvement in 
several extra-judicial killings 
in 2009. 

Guatemala and other Cen¬ 
tral American countries have 
seen a rise in drug violence in 
recent years as Mexico's pow¬ 
erful cartels — which have long 
conspired with corrupt local 
officials — have expanded their 
reach.

Citi fined $2 mn over 


Facebook IPO leak 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
banking giant Citigroup paid a 
$2 million fine to a state regu¬ 
lator and fired a junior analyst 
over a probe into leaks of con¬ 
fidential information on Face- 
book's public offering, officials 
said yesterday. 

A senior tech analyst also 
left Citi yesterday, the banking 
group confirmed, after the 
Massachusetts investigation 
uncovered "prohibited contact" 
with a French business journa¬ 
list on nonpublic estimates for 
Google's YouTube. 

"We are pleased to have this 
matter resolved," Citi said in a 
statement after the fine was an¬ 
nounced by Massachusetts 
Commonwealth Secretary 
William Galvin. "We take our 
internal policies and proce¬ 
dures very seriously and have 
taken the appropriate actions." 

According to an agreement 
filed by the regulator, Citi ter¬ 
minated the employment of an 
unnamed junior analyst in Sep¬ 
tember for disclosing research 
on Facebook which came from 
underwriters and was to re¬ 
main confidential until 40 days 
after the IPO. 


The document said the ana¬ 
lyst released the confidential 
information to the news web¬ 
site TechCrunch, a unit of 
AOL. The leaked data in¬ 
cluded an analysis of "invest¬ 
ment risks" and "investment 
positives" for Facebook ahead 
of the IPO in May. 

The state official said the 
fine was for "improper disclo¬ 
sures of nonpublic informa¬ 
tion," including the Facebook 
IPO. 

Citi also confirmed the "de¬ 
parture" of star tech analyst 
Mark Mahaney, who was the 
"senior analyst" cited by regu¬ 
lators. 

The document said the se¬ 
nior analyst provided confi¬ 
dential revenue estimates for 
YouTube to a reporter for the 
French business publication 
Capital in April.

US economy 
grew at rate 
of 2% in 
third 
quarter 

WASHINGTON - Eco¬ 
nomic growth in the U.S. was 
stronger than forecast in the 
third quarter, propelled by 
gains in consumer spending, 
defense outlays and home- 
building. 

Gross domestic product, 
the value of all goods and 
services produced, rose at a 2 
percent annual rate after 
climbing 1.3 percent in the 
prior quarter, Commerce De¬ 
partment figures showed yes¬ 
terday in Washington. The 
median forecast of 86 econo¬ 
mists surveyed by 
Bloomberg called for a 1.8 
percent gain. 

“We are encouraged by the 
improvement we’re seeing in 
consumer spending and hous¬ 
ing,” said Dean Maki, chief 
U.S. economist in New York 
for Barclays Pic, who cor¬ 
rectly forecast the rate of 
growth. “These will be domi¬ 
nant themes in the fourth quar¬ 
ter too.” 

Consumer confidence 
rose to a five-year high in 
October, another report 
showed, suggesting that 
gains in spending can be sus¬ 
tained as the real-estate re¬ 
vival bolsters household 
finances. The administration 
of President Barack Obama 
used the GDP report to pro¬ 
mote measures it says would 
strengthen the economy, such 
as hiring more teachers, 
while challenger Mitt Rom¬ 
ney seized on it as evidence 
Obama’s polices have failed. 

Consumer purchases, 
which make up about 70 per¬ 
cent of the world’s largest 
economy, grew at a 2 percent 
annual rate, up from a 1.5 
percent second-quarter gain 
and compared with a 2.1 per¬ 
cent median forecast in the 
Bloomberg survey. Purchases 
added 1.4 percentage points 
to growth. 
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Argentina loses US appeal 
on bond debt repayment 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A US 
federal court yesterday re¬ 
jected Argentina's appeal of a 
court ruling that it must pay 
holders of defaulted bonds 
after the country stopped pay¬ 
ing its sovereign debt in 2001. 

The US Court of Appeals in 
New York upheld a lower court 
judge's February ruling that the 
South American country had 
violated its promise to pay 
NML Capital and other credi¬ 
tors and must reimburse them. 

"We hold that Argentina 
breached its promise and, ac¬ 
cordingly, affirm the underly¬ 
ing judgments of the district 
court," the US appeals court 
said in the ruling. 

The court ruled that Ar¬ 
gentina had violated the equal 
treatment provision that bars 
putting the holders of bonds 
connected to the country's debt 
restructuring ahead of holders 
of the defaulted bonds, such as 
NML Capital, a Cyprus-based 
investment fund. 

Argentina, which took the 
controversial step of defaulting 
on $100 billion in debt in 
2001, has since restructured its 


debt twice. 

NML and other creditors 
did not accept the bond swaps 
conducted by the Argentine 
government in 2005 and 2010 
and went to court to demand 
payment of interest on the se¬ 
curities in default. 

At the time payments were 
stopped, NML Capital Ltd. 
held about $170 million in 
bonds, while another firm, EM 
Ltd., held some $700 million. 

According to Friday's ap¬ 
peals court ruling, "nothing in 
the record supports Argentina's 
blanket assertion that the in¬ 
junctions will plunge the Re¬ 
public into a new financial and 
economic crisis." 

The court sent the case back 
to the lower court for it to de¬ 
termine a payment formula for 
the $1.4 billion claimed by the 
plaintiffs and how it must be 
applied to intermediary banks 
and third parties. 

Argentina has erased al¬ 
most all its debt to foreign in¬ 
vestors since its 2001 default, 
but still owes roughly $6.1 bil¬ 
lion.

NFL: Freeman powers Tampa Bay 
over Minnesota 



MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Tampa Bay’s Josh Freeman 
threw three touchdown passes 
for the third game in a row as 
the Buccaneers snapped a 
nine-game road losing streak 
with a 36-17 victory at Min¬ 
nesota on Thursday. 

The Buccaneers, who had 
not won away from home 
since a victory in September of 
last year at Minnesota, im¬ 
proved to 3-4 to claim sole 
possession of second in the 
NFC South division. The 
Vikings, second in the NFC 
North, fell to 5-3. 

No prior Tampa Bay quar¬ 
terback has thrown so many 
touchdown passes over so 
many games as Freeman, who 


completed 19-of-36 passes 
against the Vikings for 262 
yards. 

Rookie running back Doug 
Martin ran the ball 29 times 
for 135 yards and a touchdown 
and caught three passes for 79 
yards and a touchdown as 
Tampa Bay dominated posses¬ 
sion time. 

Tampa Bay jumped ahead 
13-0 with Freeman sandwich¬ 
ing a 1 -yard touchdown toss to 
Erik Lorig between field goals 
of 28 and 40 yards by Connor 
Barth. 

Christian Ponder put Min¬ 
nesota on the scoreboard with 
an 18-yard touchdown pass to 
Percy Harvin but Freeman an¬ 
swered with a 3-yard touch¬ 


down throw to Mike Williams 
before Blair Walsh's 51-yard 
field goal pulled the Vikings 
within 20-10 at half-time. 

Freeman put the Bucs 
ahead 27-10 with a 64-yard 
touchdown pass to Martin just 
81 seconds into the third quar¬ 
ter and Barth added a 38-yard 
field goal to put Tampa Bay 
ahead by 20 points. 

Adrian Peterson ran 64 
yards for a Vikings touchdown 
but Tampa Bay answered on a 
1 -yard touchdown run by Mar¬ 
tin, although a conversion 
throw was missed to leave the 
visitors ahead by the final mar¬ 
gin. 

The high-flying Atlanta Fal¬ 
cons, the NFL's last unbeaten 
team at 6-0, tries to continue a 
perfect season when they visit 
Philadelphia (3-3) as Michael 
Vick leads his new club, the 
Eagles, against the Atlanta 
squad he guided before being 
jailed for his role in a dogfight 
gambling ring. 

National Conference NFC 
West division leader San Fran¬ 
cisco (5-2) will try to keep that 
tag at Arizona (4-3) on Monday 
night while the NFC East-lead¬ 
ing New York Giants (5-2) visit 
Dallas (3-3) and NFC North 
leader Chicago (5-2) will play 
host to Carolina (1-5). 

Only three teams in the AFC 
have winning records and two 
of them, division leaders Hous¬ 
ton (6-1) and Baltimore (5-2) 
are idle this weekend, with 
Buffalo and Cincinnati also en¬ 
joying a bye week. 

The other AFC front runner 
above .500, AFC East leader 
New England (4-3), will visit 
St. Louis (3-4).

BOXING: Vazquez to 
defend lightweight 
crown against Quintero 


VERONA (AFP) - Mexico’s 
Miguel Vazquez will defend 
his International Boxing Fed¬ 
eration lightweight crown on 
Saturday against countryman 
Marvin Quintero on a card at a 
Native American reservation 
casino. 

Vazquez, 31-3 with 13 
knockouts, has won 10 fights 
in a row since 2008, when he 
suffered the second of two 
losses to unbeaten Mexican 
light middleweight Saul Al¬ 
varez. 

His only other loss was in 
2007 at the hands of unbeaten 
Tim Bradley, who beat Fil¬ 
ipino icon Manny Pacquiao in 
a controversial decision last 


June to claim a portion of the 
world welterweight throne. 

"I believe I am the best 
lightweight champion in the 
world," said Vazquez.Quin- 
tero, 25-3 with 21 knockouts, 
hopes to disprove that notion 
in his first world title fight. 

Quintero has won nine of 
his past 10 fights, all with 
early stoppages, and has not 
been the distance win or lose 
since May of 2009. 

His longest fight was his 
most recent, a ninth-round 
TKO of Filipino southpaw A1 
Sabaupan last April to make 
him the mandatory challenger 
for fellow 25-year-old Quin¬ 
tero.

Armstrong's 

Tour 

victories to 
have no 
new winner 


GENEVA (AFP) - The 1999- 
2005 Tour de France races 
will have no winners attrib¬ 
uted to them, embattled 
world cycling officials an¬ 
nounced Friday, ordering 
doping-tainted icon Fance 
Armstrong to repay his prize 
money. 

The International Cycling 
Union (UCI) this week effec¬ 
tively erased Armstrong from 
the cycling history books 
when it decided not to appeal 
sanctions imposed on the 
American by the United 
States Anti-Doping Agency 
(USADA). 

A damning report by 
USADA last week concluded 
that Armstrong helped or¬ 
chestrate the most sophisti¬ 
cated doping programme in 
the history of sport. 

Armstrong will now lose 
all of his results from 1998, 
the year he resumed racing 
after successfully battling 
cancer, and a year before the 
first of his seven consecutive 
yellow jersey wins from 
1999-2005. 

It is estimated that Arm¬ 
strong earned prize money of 
2.95 million euros for his 
Tour de France victories. 

The UCI justified its deci¬ 
sion not to re-attribute 
podium spots on the Tour as 
a point of principle. 

Tour de France organisers 
later pointed out that the 
UCI ? s decision reflected their 
own. 

Meanwhile, world anti- 
doping body WADA said it 
backed the UCI’s decision to 
create an independent review 
commission.

all kinds of ways to beat the 


Tigers. 

Feyland said it was to the 
Giants' credit that they built 
on the bits of luck they had, 
such as a ball bouncing 
wildly off the third-base bag 
in game one that saved them 
from a near-certain out and 
opened the door for a scoring 
burst. 

San Francisco has had two 
sterling outings by starting 
pitchers Barry Zito and 
Madison Bumgarner. 

Bumgarner yielded just 
two hits and issued two walks 
while striking out eight in 


seven innings in game two. 

Home run hero Sandoval 
delivered a key defensive 
play, reaching behind him to 
grab a ball hit high and hard 
down the left-field line by 
Tigers slugger Miguel Cabr¬ 
era, and the Giants plated two 
runs on plays where the bat¬ 
ters were out. 

The first was a ground ball 
into a double play with the 
bases loaded, the second a 
long fly ball to outfield with 
a runner on third, who tagged 
up and scored. 

However the Tigers, who 


stunned the New York Yan¬ 
kees in four games in the 
American Feague Champi¬ 
onship Series, haven't been 
able to make much happen. 

The closest they came to 
scoring on Thursday was in 
the second inning, when first 
baseman Prince Fielder was 
waved to run for home on a 
double off the outfield wall 
by Delmon Young. 

Blanco played the awk¬ 
ward ball and relayed it to 
second baseman Marco Scu- 
taro, who fired it home to 
catcher Buster Posey to make 


the tag as Fielder was sliding 
toward the plate. 

Tigers fans were left to 
wonder why Detroit third 
base coach Gene Famont 
gave Fielder the green light 
with no outs in the inning. 

"I think Gene just got a lit¬ 
tle over-aggressive," Feyland 
said. 

Feyland could only hope 
the Tigers' big bats will wake 
up when they return home to 
Detroit, where they host 
games three, four and, if nec¬ 
essary, five.
